NEW ENGLAND. 


Bofton, September 28. By Letrers trom Newport 
on Khode-Ifland, we have the following Particulars, 
concerning the tragical Affair, which tor a few Days 
paft, has been Matter of much Speculation among 
us, viz. That the Sloop Dolphin, burthen about jo 
Tuns, of which Adam Dechefeau was late Com- 
sander, bound from Cape Francois to Rhode-Ifland, 
arriv’d at Block-Ifland on the Lord's Day the 17th 
Inftant. That the faid Commander, with his Mate 
anda Boy, had been barbaroufly murdered on their 
Paffape in the following Manner : On the 3d Inftanr, 
wheo they were in the Latitude of about 27 and 28, 
they had a hard Gale of Wind, a Lad being then at 
the Helm, was not able to fteer by reafon of the Seas 
running fo high, whereupon the Captain ordered a 
Frenchman to come and take the Helm, but he be- 
ing in a fullen Humour, made no better ftecrage than 
the Boy; upon which the Captain gave him a Blow, 
and call'd to an Englith Paflenger nam'd Merchant, 
to come and fteer, which he comply'd with accord- 
ingly ; the Caprain then being on the Quarter-Deck 
firiking Fire to light his Pipe, the Boatiwain, who 
wasa French Man, named Peter Legrand, took up 
a broad Ax, and with one ftroke {plit bis Brains 
out. The Mate feeing the Captain thus inhumanly 
burcher'd, ran upon the Quarter-Deck to know thic 
Reafon, but there met with the fame Fate, and both 
their Bodies were thrown over-board by the faid 
Legrand, and two other French Men ot the Com- 

any. The Englifiman at Helm being in a great 
fternation at what had happened, let 1c go, expedt- 
ing to be kill'd mexe; but the faid Legrand came to 


him, and ordered him to take hold of the Helm 


again, and ficer as he fhould do, or he fhould be 
ferved a$ the others had been ; upon which he took 
the Helm again and was fpar’d. When they came 
to Anchor off of Block Ifland, the faid Legrand, 
con‘cious of what he had done, and fearing a Dif 
covery thereof, by the two Englifly Paflengers and a 
Boy on board, went into the Cabin and loaded two 
Piftols, and then came upon Deck, with one of the 
Frenchmen, and commanded the faid two Englith 
Paffeng<rs to throw over-board the faid Boy, whofe 
Name was Stephen Dechefeau, Nephew of the above- 
faid Capt. Dechefeau, and if they refuled, they would 
fhoot them immediately; whereupon the faid two 


Paffengers, thro’ fear of being kill'd, confented, and - 


threw the faid Boy over-board, who was drowned. 

We are alfo informed, That the next Day after 
their arrival off of Block Ifland, as they were coming 
to fail for a more convenient Place to Anchor in for 
a few Days, the Sloop mifi’d Stays, and driving on 
the Rocks uwasbulg’d, wirich ‘tis thought was done 
by Means of the two Englith Paffengers, in order to 
difcover this’ horrid Scene of Iniquity, and bring the 
Offenders to Juftice ; for the Sloop having met with 
this Difafter, the People on the Shore readily went off 
to help them, which gave the Englifhmen an Opportu- 
nity of difcovering the whole Affair : W hereupon 
they were all apprehended, and brought ro Newport 
the next Day, where. having been examined, they 
were committed to Goal, and the French “Men laid 
in Lrons. 

The Perfons Names which belong to the aforefaid 
Sloop, who are fecured in Goal as before-mention’d 
in order for Trial, are Peter Legrand, Peter Jaffeau, 
Francis Bowdois, and John. Couprey, and the two 
Englith Paffengers, Thomas Davis of Newport, and 
John Merchant of Martha's Vineyard 

We alfo hear, that the chief of their Cargo is 
Molaffes and Brandy, with fome Chefts of Wine. and 
that moft of it is like to be faved, which the Au.
